Horticultural Exhibition. 


There Is no place in this continent 


better fitted for a flower show than 
Newport, yet it is wonderful to think 
that, with ail our wealth of blossoms 
and plants, and. with all our social ad- 
vantages of a pleasure-seeking summer 
population, no important exhibition of 
this sort has been attempted here till 
the year of grace 18S5. 


It has been under the auspices of the 


Natural History Society, established 
some three years ago in this city, that 
this show is to be inaugurated. 


The old Unitarian Church on Hill 


street is being rapidly put in order for 
this purpose, and we believe that it will 
make a very suitable place for the ex- 
hibition, as the centre of the half-space 
will be occupied by a platform, some- 
what oval in shape and sloping up- 
wards, so as to permit the good display 
of flowers in pots all round. . Around 
this mass of blossom, there will be a 
broad promenade for the ladies and 
gentlemen who are certain to attend in 
large numbers. At the sides of the 
building, arrangements will be made 
for the display of cut flowers, and at 
two suitable points, we understand, two 
fountains which are being lent by a 
gentleman1 in New York, will be erected 
and.'kept in constant play. It is be- 
lieved that most- of the gentlemen 
about Newport have instructed their 
gardeners to do their best to send in a 
thorough assortment of rare plants and 
beautiful; flowers. When we say this, 
it means that success is assured, for the 
gardens of Newport are proverbial for 
their floral treasures, and their garden- 
ers on the whole form a body of prac- 
tical men of a superior stamp in fiori- 
cultural skill. 


The flower show is to begin on Tues- 


day next, the 80th of June, and will re- 
main open for Tuesday, Wednesday, 
Thursday and Friday, closing that even- 
ing so as to give time for the safe re- 
moval before the end of the week, of 
all tliQ plants and flowers to their re- 
spective gardens and greenhouses. 


We believe that any pecuniary profits 


arising out of this venture are to be de- 
voted to the Aquarium Fund of the 
Natural History Society.

ficulties surrounding the question, h 
sympathy with the Indians as a race 
and his earnest desire to see their un 
doubted rights respected and the 
many wrongs rectified. Mr. Welsh, wh 
spoke entirely without notes, then d 
livered his lecture, which he .did wit 
singular cogency of reasoning, earoes 
ness, and a power of clear statemen 
contrasting most favorably with th 
frothy style of declamation too ofte 
adopted by Enthusiasts. Drawing 
mental picture before those present o 
;he series of little islands of Indian lif 
dotted all over the continent, north 
south, east and west, and beaten npoi 
and buffeted by the surging waters o 
civilization that threatened to over 
whelm them, he explained tersely wlui 
were the remedies to prevent the de 
struction of this aboriginal race thu 
solated on their reservations.

Mr. Enos got one and was just 
about to strike another when Mr. 
Praya, who was keeping ship, made a 
signal for him to come to the assistance 
of Mr. Jackson whoso boat was stoven 
by a loose whale. Mr. Jackson had 
is exceedingly fltruoh a w bw wha]e and W(mld doub4> 


less have saved him if it had not been 
for this accident However, they se- 
cured two of the Captain's, Mr. Kemp- 
ton's and Mr. Enos^ which was a pretty 
good day's work. They got Mr. K on 
board about twelve o'clock midnight, 
and at 1 A. M. most of the people retir- 
ed for the night. 


IGth.—At the first glimmer of dawn 


all hands were called. The Captain 
coopered 50 bbls. of oil and got it below 
before breakfast. Then the decks were 
scrubbed preparatory to taking in the 
blubber. Such a- busy scene as tlie deck 
presents. Near my window they grind 
their spades, and all seem happy to be 
at work. Capt. over the side all day, 
cutting in and looking as dirty as any- 
one. 
His I'anarina is covered wit h 


black skin, but nuuo of these things 
trouble him. Every other- thing he 
cheers up the men at the windlass with 
'Heave away my hearfees," "that's it 
my boys," "hand over 'hand." Ho is 
fairly hoarse with shouting. lie works 
with right good will, and so do all on 
board apparently. 


17th.—All at work on the oil. 
About 


A. M. "There she blows" was sung 


out from the mast head. The boat was 
lowered bat it proved to be a school of 
sulphur bottoms. 


18th.—Sunday. Showery. All busy 


taking care of the oil. Plenty of sul- 
phur bottoms in sight. How thankful 
we should bo for the past week's mer- 
cies, as well as for all that we have re- 
ceived during tho voyage, and indeed 
through life. May we show our grati- 
tude to our Heavenly Father, and re- 
member that it is from him that all 
goodness flows. May we love Him 
mope and more. 


liJth.—Sulphur bottoms in abundance. 


Finished the oil and arc anxiously look- 
ing for more whales. Captain finished 
repairing tlie stern boat, and placed her 
upon the cranes before supper time. 


20th.—Captain 
coopering tlie oil. 


Caught a monstrous albicore. 


21st.—At daylight commenced break- 


ing in the after hold, to stow down oil. 
At half-past six raised whales. Low- 
ered three boats. The waist boat struck 
and killed one.
